Not ‘‘Anti-Labor”’ 

The house of representatives at Washing- 
ton has passed a bill, by vote of 252 to 136, in- 
tended to check strikes in defense industries. 
It was introduced by Representative Smith, of 


Virginia, as a substitute for the Ramspeck bill, 
which had the approval of administration lead- 


— 


ership. 

It is of special interest to Georgians to note 
that every member of the Georgia delegation 
either voted for the bill or was paired in its 
favor. with the sole exception of Representative 
Ramspeck, of the fifth district. Representative 
Ramspeck was author of the much milder bill 
for which the Smith measure was substituted 
and it is possible his adverse vote was partly 
inspired by pride of authorship in the rejected 
measure. 

Ramspeck has always been known Aas a 
orzanized labor,” during his con- 

al career. Careful analysis of the 

Smith bill reveals it as extending much needed 

protection to the rank and file of organized 

Inbor, so that it is difficult to understand how

} jabor,.as a whole. 

During debate on the Smith bill it was de- 
nounced by opponents as “anti-labor” and a 
t to gains made by organized labor under 
jew Deal. Fate of the measure in the sen- 
ete is doubtful, though the substantial major- 
ity given it by the house reflects the mounting 
disgust with which most Americans have viewed 
the uncalled-for delays in the defense program 
caused by unwarranted disputes between labor 
leaders and management. . 

Careful analysis of the bill, however, fails 
to reveal any manner in which it is anti-labor. 
That is, in contradistinction to “anti-labor 
leader.” It will, if it becomes-law in its present 
undoubtedly curb the present unchecked 
pewer of some labor leaders, but in no wise does 
ijt work any injustice upon the rank and file 
of workers, union or nonunion. In fact, the bill, 
when carefully analyzed, offers a greater degree 
of justice to labor as a whole, a more American 
way of doing things, than many present union

bill is to forbid strikes which are not authorized 
by a majority of the workers by vote in secret 
ballot. 

What is there anti-labor or unfair in this? 
‘Surely organized labor still believes in the dem- 
ocratic principle of rule by majority and surely 
organized labor leaders can have no objection 

secret ballots. If they have, such objection 
is tantamount to admission that the present 
method of voting in open meeting, by show of 

. lends itself to coercion or trickery. 

A second provision requires a cooling off 

period of 60 days between authorization of a 
strike and its effectiveness, with the Defense 
Mediation Board seeking settlement in that 
time. reason can object to this 
lause, which merely seeks to protect the work- 
rs and continue their pay envelopes and at 
the same time protect the nation’s interest by 
keeping the plants operating until all means 
of settlement of any dispute are exhausted. 

The provision forbidding strike violence, or 
strikes of outside workers in “sympathy,” boy- 
cotts on individuals or products and jurisdic- 
tional strikes is, again, in full line with Ameri 
can principles of justige. | 

Strike violence, like any other violence, is 
egainst the law, even without this enactment.

Any violence is nothing more nor less than mob 


action, a flaunting.of the courts and an out- 
rage against the rights, guaranteed in the con- 
Stitution, of safety and security of the person. 
As for “sympathy” and jurisdictional strikes, 
y are nothing more nor less than a hold-up 
of the public for a cause in which the public 
is in no way concerned. 
Remaining requirements include a “freez- 
ing’ of the open shop or closed shop status in 
cefense industries for the period of the emer- 
gency, and a requirement that unions register 
swith the government.

The second is something which should 
have been required from the beginning of 
unionism. Registration of unions, with required 
periodic accounting of their funds, should be 
a required protection both for the public, for 
industry and for the union membership which, 
under present practices, has no knowledge of 
what use is made of the funds acquired from 
membership dues. 

Labor leaders, whether or not in individual 
instances they abuse their powers, have in any 
event far too great power. Requirement of se- 
cret votes on strike issues, of an accounting of 
financial and other stewardship and prohibi- 
tion of strikes based only on interunion rivalries 
will do much to curb this excessive power and 
will not only protect the nation as a whole, but 
extend a degree of protection to the rank and 
file of union membership which it does not 
now enjoy. 

Without such protection, union labor is help- 
less before many a so-called “leader” who de- 


sires only to exploit the workers for his per-. 


sonal benefit. f 


Strange Theory 

Mayor LeCraw, speaking before the United 
States Savings and Loan League declared, ac- 
cording to press reports, that federally sub- 
sidized housing projects are “Communistic” 
and costly to the municipalities in which they 
are located. He referred to Atlanta, a city 
which has been chosen as the site for a number 
of such projects, by stating this city is losing 
approximately $400,000 a year because of low 
taxes paid by the federal housing areas. 

Mayor LeCraw appears to have spoken with- 
out due consideration for all the factors in- 
volved in the re-housing program of the federal 
government. He has entirely overlooked the 
large savings that such projects bring to a 
community, counting only the immediate tax 
returns to the city in his calculation of “loss.” 

Unfortunately the savings which. accrue 
by the construction of such housing projects 
are not in forms which-may be computed, ac- 
curately, in dollars and cents. There is no 
doubt, however, they far offset any reduction 
in tax payments. 

By eliminating insanitary, undesirable slum 
areas, the rehousing projects effect substantial 
savings in the operation of the city police de- 
partment, in the courts and in all agencies for 
law and for social welfare. The Slums they 
displace are but breeding grounds for crime 
and delinquency, they are forcing grounds for 
disease and spawners of the greater part of 
subprivileged humans who constitute the prob- 
lem of all welfare agencies. It is from them 
that come the bulk of the unemployables who 
must be supported by the public, either through 
charity or tax moneys. vs 

The money saving through the wiping out 
of large slum areas and the Substitution of 
homes where people, even though of. low in- 
come, can leave in decency and Self-respect, is 
incalculable. There is, though, another and 
still greater saving. That is the saving of citi- 
zen-worth, through the better ways of life 
provided. 

Any official familiar with delinquency, 
juvenile or adult, any worker affiliated with 
any social agency, any informed church of- 
ficial, can testify as to the benefits derived, 
other than money saving, from the providing 
of decent homes for the people. i 

Furthermore, at the end of sixty years, the 
housing project properties revert to ownership 
of the city. Title at that .time is to be trans- 
ferred to the Atlanta Housing Authority, which 
is a continuing board with its members ap- 
pointed by the mayor. Regardless of the condi- 
tion of the buildings, by that time, the real 
estate itself will be of unguessable value, as 
city-owned property. 

As to the Mayor’s charge that the projects 
are “Communistic,’ it will not stand inspec- 
tion. Private ownership of low-rent properties 
had failed, for decades, to provide decent habi- 
tations at rents they could pay, for the lower- 
income groups. 

If the entry of the federal government into 
this problem arid its program for solution are 
Communistic, then every effort by Christian 
organizations or charitably inspired groups to 
lift the standards of life for the least fortunate 
is “Communistic,” also.

One good thing is coming out 
of this food rationing and that 
that the British people are learn- 
ing to dine out, a pleasant, civi- 
lized practice that was never pop- 
ular with the mass of folks here. 
There is now a great deal of com- 
munal eating, not only in. the 
works canteens, where food is 
usually reasonably good and very 
cheap, but also in communal feed- 
ing centers, generally called Brit- 
ish restaurants though sometimes 
having fancy names, that can now 
be found throughout the country.

NEW YORK CITY, Thursday.—Yesterday was a busy day. In 
contrast, I find myself devoting my time today to catching up on 
the mail and doing various things in my house here. 

My husband holds over my head the fact 
that, if these houses are sold, I shall have to 
leave them at very short notice. Since we 
have always kept certain things in locked 
closets, I fill up my spare minutes and hours

Young Negro, 


Once Seized 


:|By Mob, Freed 


Bibb County Jury Ac- 
quits Spivey on Charge 
of Assault. 


MACON, Ga., Dec. 5.—(P)—A 
young Negro once seized by a mob 
bent on lynching him and then 
returned to.jail voluntarily un- 
harmed was acquitted today of a 
charge of assaulting a middle- 
aged white farm woman. 

The Bibb county superior court 
jury deliberated one hour and fifty 
minutes after the week-long trial 
of Eddie Lee Spivey, 22-year-old 
farmer from near-by Dodge coun- 
ty. The public was excluded from 
the trial. 

“I think the Lord has saved me 
for a purpose, to preach or teach 
or something for the carrying on 
of his work,” Spivey said upon 
hearing the verdict. He protested 
his innocence in a 50-minute un- 
sworn statement to the jury, per- 
mitted under Georgia law. 

Last June, a mob stormed the 
Dodge county jail, dragged the 
Negro out into the night, went to 
woods near the home of the 
woman and then two hours later 
returned him unharmed. Officers 
said members of the mob said 
they ‘brought him back for “lack 
of evidence.” 

The Negro told the jury that, 
after he pleaded his innocence to 
the mob, a delegation took him to 
see the woman, who said she 
couldn’t identify Spivey. 

At the trial, the state said the 
woman positively identified Spi- 
vey as the attacker after viewing 
him and two other Negroes, all 
masked. She said her attacker 
wore a mask. Defense counsel 
contended her vision was poor. 

After. the trial, Spivey was 
jailed again “for his own protec- 
tion.” There was no trouble here, 
where the trial was shifted on 
change of venue, but authorities 
said Spivey would be taken to 
another state and that his wife 
and two children already had 
moved from Dodge county.
